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Senate Should 
Decide Lights 


Issue Today

There will be more deliberation, more 
arm waving and maybe ever a decision 
today at a special Associated Student 
Senate meeting at 3 p.m. in the Ribera 


Room, The topic? Football lights, of 
cour se. 
The extended controversy over the 


$130,000 light proposal has been going 
on for over a month, The plan was 
presented, discussed, amended, passed 
around, placed on the student election 
ballot . . . and then removed, It has 
been a major topic in campaign speeches 
and a subject of heated debate. But it 
has not been resolved, Today it may be. 

On Wednesday night the Senate again 
postponed the light decision until today. 
It is planned that a final decision will 
be made, The postponemerit followed a 
long session of amendments on the 
plans submitted by the Ad Hoc committee. 

As it now stands, the proposal now 
states that ‘‘the Ad-Hoc Committee on 
Stadium Lights has concluded that stadium 
lights would be a good investment, both 
financially and as a means of incorporat- 
ing more student involvement in campus 
activities.” 

The actue! 
in part: It 


$16,000 from the press box fund 
be transferred to the Stadium fund. 

$24,000 from the Stadium Lighting 
Fund be transferred to the Stadium Fund. 

$25,000 from the ASSSC General 
Reserve be transferred to the Stadium 
Fund. 

Starting September, 1969, the actual 
gate receipts from ASSSC sponsored 
events (which use the stadium) be de- 
posited in the following manner: 

A, 20 per cent of the actual gate 
receipts be deposited in the Stadium 
Fu.3 

B. 10 per cent of the actual gate 
receipts be deposited in the ASSSC 
General Reserve 

C, 10 per cent of the actual gate 
receipts be deposited in the ASSSC 
Contingency Reserve. 


Mr. Krier (Student Association 
manager) and Dr. Lewis (athletic direc~ 
tor) be instructed to procecd immediately 
to obtain lighting and a P.A, system for 
the SSC football stadium, at an estimated 
cost of $105,000 or less (30-plus ft. 
candle power), 

A, This proposed facility is to go 
through the proper campus and state 
planning committees. 
B. Final contract bid is to be approved 
by the Student Senate. 

A concentrated and continuing cam- 
paign to solicit donations shal! be made 
by the intercollegiate athictis de- 
partment, All such moaies rece ved shall 
be used to pay for the cost of lights. 
The campaign shall continue until 
the cost of the lights has been received, 

In the event that sufficient monies 
have not been acquired prior to awarding 
the contract for construction, Mr. Krier 
is to be instructed to negotiate a loan 
for the remaining cost of the lights. This 
loan is not te exceed $40,000.

POLITICALLY GROWING UP? 


Behind The SF State Turmoil

(Editor’s Note: Shanahan authored this 
article late last week after a visit to 
the S.F. State campus.) 


The movement of students anc youth 
in this country has seemed noticeably 
predicated on that which it has been 
taught from birth is taboo—climax. 

From the early morning hours of 
election returns in November 1960 to the 
chaotic streets of Chicago this summer, 
youth has demonstrated a lack of political 
maturity that has made its only concern 
for events or action dependent on the 
welling up of emotion to the point of 
explosion, followed by a sigh and a 
cigarette. 

Now, at San Francisco State College, 
we see the beginnings of a change, maybe 
the beginnings of a maturation process. 


Blind Swipe 


In the face of another blind swipe 
at the educational systera by the trustees, 
there is very clearly some concerted effort 
on the part of students and faculty to turn 
the heads of those stiil addicted to — and 
not yet frustrated by — the politics of 
orgasm. 

Although the initial explosion has taken 
place, it did not take place with the same 


enthusiasm and abandon that earmarked 
past situations; though violence was more 
pervasive than before, it was sporadic 
and individual. On the whole, students 
were cautious of conflict, often to the 
point of non-support of either side. 

But now, as a sigh spreads slowly 
over the campus, real politica) action 
seems to be taking place. 

To reiterate that this country is bound 
up in a racism that seems integral to 
60 many of its parts is obscene, but 
apparently necessary. 

Simply, to be a black man in this 
society is to be daily, inescapably 
threatened with attacks on one’s self. 

At San Francisco State, it’s a highly 
adequate attempt to do education’s bit 
(and a huge one it should be) to stem 
the tide of racism; its Black Studies 
Program has made great strides towards 
giving the black man an identity in a 
white-ovriented educational process. 

However, the attempt was a miniscule 

However, the attempt was miniscule 
in comparison to the needs of the people, 
and the issue came to a head and popped 
with the suspension of George Murray. 

Murray, had he been white, would have 
been given a hand-slapping by his 
immediate superiors, and probably little 
more, 

The trustees, inthe classic model of the 
master slapping the oppressed before 


looking into the situation, reacted quickly 
and effectively. And, in the vernacular, 
“that was it—the brothers had had it.” 

But now, as the excitement and 
crucialness of the moment subsides, there 
is a new twist. 

Radical students and faculty are uniting 
in a concerted effort to bring about the 
changes that are so late in coming.

He had, he said in an interview, 
been until a few years ago a 
disciple of Dr. Timothy Leary, 
a champion of LSD, but turned 
away because he felt drugs were 
not the answer, were ‘‘a waste 
of time.”’ 

Dr. Cohen, a frequent speaker 
on college campuses, said 
‘curiosity, social pressure, 
rebellion against authority, escape 
from social and emotional prob- 
lems, desire for ‘kicks’ — all 
these are more or less relevant 
in many cases of drug use, but 
add little to our capacity to under- 
stand the recency and magnitude 
of contemporary drug abuse.’’ 

A “listening ear’’ finds also a 
“theme of disenchantment and 
alienation,’’ he said. 

Elements in this disenchant- 
ment include some experience of 
futility, a ‘‘charge of social and 
political hypocrisy reflecting 
governmental and social policy 
which seems headed toward more 
war, hate and unjustice,*’ criticism 
of parents on grounds of “basic 
lack of understanding and dis- 
crimination toward what is really 
imvortant,’” and the search to

To induce drug-users to give 
them up, Dr. Cohen suggested in 
part: 

A sympathetic attitude — more 
emphasis on public health rather 
than legal approaches -—— stress 
on reasons behind the use of drugs 


themselves — more avaiiability 
of objective information about 
drugs — more use of former 


drug users aS communicators — 
giving greater responsibility to 
young people in political and social 
policy planning so that they don’t 
fee! like outsiders. 

Young people need to be given 
alternative choices that could re- 
duce a desire for drugs, Dr. Cohen 
said. 

Curing all the ills of society 
might do it, but more practically,

“the fact is that young people 
will cease using drugs if they are 
provided with some better non- 
chemical technique’’ in their 
“search for meaningful inter- 
personal relationships, enduring 
values, and inner experience.” 


Effective Prevention 


“If alternatives are initiated 
in the earlier grade levels, we 
shall have gone a long way in 
the prevention of drug abuse. 
Casual experimentation provoked 
by curiosity may still continue, 
but habitutation will be unappeal- 
ing and even unfashionable. 

“It’s not very difficult for the 
user of cannabis marijuana or 
LSD to stop if he wants to stop. 
The critical issue is to get him 
to want to stop. This comes 
automatically when he finds a 
meaningful nonchemical alter- 
native.’’ 


Army ToScale Down 


War Train 


WASHINGTON AP — The Army 
appears ready to begin scaling 
down its huge training bases inthe 
United States as the American 
build-up in Vietnam nears the 
549, 500-man ceiling. 

The Pentagon acknowledges 
considering cutbacks in som» 
training centers, but says no de- 
cision has been reached. 

\ reduction in tra.ning output 
will be possible as the Army 
ceases sending new units to Viet- 
nam and concentrates for the most 
part on providing replacements 
for men winding up two and three- 
year tours. 

The Vietnam manpower level, 
now at approximately 535,000 men, 
is expected to reach President 
Johnson’s announced ceiling of

The Army Times, an unofficial 
publication aimed at the soldier 
audience, reports in its November 
13 editions that the Army plans 
to phase out basic combat train- 
ing at Ft.

The army has been operating 
15 training centers to help meet 
Vietnam war needs. 

Since mid-1965, when the big 
Vietnam buildup began in earnest, 
the Army has added over a half- 
million men to its ranks. The 
war effort requires 50,000 re- 
placements per month, and other 
worldwide commitments demand 
additional forces.

The story of the Biack Panthers 
is one that is told largely through 
the clashes of its big three — 
Huey P. Newton, Bobby Seale and 
Eldridge Cleaver— with the police, 

In fact, the police are to a 
degree a reason for existence of 
this quasiguerrilla, California- 
based black nationalist political 
organization, oriented to the 
philosophy of the late Che Gue- 
vara, 

Called ‘‘racist pigs,”’ the police 
are pictured by the Panthers as 
the occupation forces of the 
Establishment — ‘‘brutalizing”’ 
Negroes, keeping them ‘‘con- 
tained,”’ protecting white in- 
terests and blocking Negro 
control of their communities. 
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The Panther triumvirate is 
young, but experienced with the 
police, Cleaver, at 33 the oldest, 
has spent most of his adult life 
behind bars, Seale, 31, is on 
probation, Newton, 26, is serving 
a 2-to-l5-year sentence imposed 
in September for voluntary man 
Slaughter in the death of Oakland 
policeman John F, Frey, Jr. 

Uppermost in the minds of the 
Black Panthers is to accomplish 
Negro control of their own destiny. 

There is fear of the extremism 
of Black Panthers in some black 
communities, but some Negro 
psychiatrists and civil rights 
leaders see in the organization 
a positive force in establishing 
a sense of identity for Negroes, 

Reliable sources place the total 
nationwide strength of the Panthers 
at no more than 500, with at least 
300 of these in Oakland, Calif, 
where they were formed, and about 
100 in New York.

World Seems Resistai 





Talking to students in Western 
urope is like going backstage ina 
veater, The buildings and institu- 
ions—the banks, the government 
ffices, the industrial palaces — 
hich looked so solid and convince - 
ng suddenly appear to be just 
ricks of lighting and facades hung 
rom the roof, with nothing behind 
hem, The furniture is made of 
“aper and the stone walls flap 
shen you touch them. 

The student leaders make the 
oint often enough, with their 
ecabulary of contestation, man- 
gulation, their obsession against 
re Establishment and Authority, 
yeir reiteration of ‘‘You’re asking 
ve wrong question,’’ ‘‘That’s not 
waningful.’’ But to isolate them 
“om other students is misleading; 
wey are not expressing or 
hipping-up surprising ideas, but 
nly restating what to other 
tudents is self-evident; that the 
hole world they are being invited 
» join — of technology, tech- 
ocracy, political parties andcor- 
orations — is completely irrele- 
ant and hostile to their own 
mbitions and desires. 

It is not easy to see why a new 
aneration should so _ suddenly 
reak out, but there is one obvious 
xplanation. The new generation 
tikes the prosperity of Europe for 


ranted, and is bored by the 
osession with money and the 
ysence of ideas. The last war 


nished nearly a quarter of a 
entury ago, when many of the 
tudent leaders were born. 


Greater Optimism 


In spite of their ferocity, the 
udent rebels seem to have a far 
reater optimism, a much more 
vid sense of the future, than their 
redecessors; and they havea faith 
at they can actually change it. 
s tiey push the boats out again, 
den with old Utopias and man- 


ifestos, still furnished with Marx 
and even Rousseau, it is hard for 
men of the °40s and ’50s not to 
say “if only they’d learn’’: the 
middle-aged criticisms are heavy 
with deja vu. But they reply 
that the ’60s are quite different 
from the ’40s and that it’s better 
to have a second-hand Utopia than 
none at all. 

The first cause of the discontent 
through all Western Europe has 
been the ineptness of the universi- 
ties themselves. Faced with the 
sudden and bewildering increase in 
Students since the war, the profes- 
sors have tried both to ignore it 
and to take advantage of it. 

In Italy the nurnber of students 
has multiplied by seven in 30 years, 
while the number of professors has 
only trebled. The professors relax 
in their self-perpetuating worid, 
often taking two jobs at once, 
adapting courses andexaminations 
to the convenience of their own 
careers, Ina vast university like 
Rome, with 70,000 students, 
a student may never seea 
professor. 

France has more than twice as 
many students as Britain. Yet 
France has slightly fewer 
university teachers, (It is tempting 
for the British to congratulate 
themselves on having avoided the 
continental chaos; yet the danger 
is that in Britain, where privilege 
still hangs over the universities, 
there will be no political pressure 
inside for expansion, and that she 
will be left further behind in the 
educational race.) 

There seems indeed to be a 
rough correlation between the 
overcrowding — particularly the 
ratio of teachers to pupils — and 
the disturbance. Oxford or Cam- 
bridge have so far not seen much 


protest. At the same time uni- 
versities which are most 
*“liberal,’’ which encourage the 


freedom of students, and the

psychology or political science 
(like West Berlin or Essex), often 
have the most trouwle — a fact 
which is used as a strong argu- 
ment for stricter discipline. 


Wider Protest 


But the protest against the uni- 
versities has nearly always been 
mixed with a wider protest; it is 
the political issues which have 
given the revolts their inter- 
national ardor. 

What lit the fuse between coun- 
tries was, more than anything, the 
Vietnam war, andall student move- 
ments have a common anti-Ameri- 
canism, Yet even for their anti- 
Americanism they depend on 
America, The technique of the 
sit-in, the teach-in, the do-in; the 
idea of the ‘‘anti-university’’; the 
critique of the consumer society; 
the strategy of demonstrations and 
the exploitation of television — 
all these were borrowed from the 
American student rebellion. Many 
of the student leaders have 
American connections, particular- 
ly in Germany. 

While the Vietnam war was the 
catalyst for all student explosions, 
the Europeans added their own in- 
gredients of anarchism and Marx- 
ism, andeach country gave its local 
coloring. 

All over Western Europe the 
syndicalist movement had been 
gaining some ground among stu- 
dents, advocating not only students’ 
control, but workers’ control of 
factories; the French students’ 
union UNEF, part of the German 
union ASTA, and the small British 
Radical Students Alliance (started 
in 1965) were all loosely linked 
through the syndicalist movement. 


internationalism 


The fer left, unhampered by 
parties or power, has a special 
internationalism. The language of 
Marx, Trotsky or Mao is common 
to the European movements. 

By the summer of 1 968, after the 
major revolts in Italy, Germany 
and France, the trail of trouble had 
led to nearly every country in 
Europe: even in Zurich there 
was a students’ strike. 

In Belgrade students, inspired 
by the Paris example, took over 
a whole suburb, demanding the 
democratization of the Communist 
Party, and the relief cf unemploy- 
ment. In Madrid, 10,000 students 
came to a lecture about the French

revolt, and raised a red flag out- 
side the school of economics. In 
Rome, 5,000 students protested 
outside the French embassy, over- 
turning cars and putting up 
barricades. In Stockholm, 1,500 
students fought all night with the 
police. 

In Britain, the response has so 
far been more phlegmatic, to the 
despair of some student leaders | 
spoke to. 

There are obvious expianations 
for the British climate. The 
average British student is much 
younger, with fewer of the aging 
*‘professional students’’ who play 
a big political role on the continent. 
There are more working-class 
students in Britain, and although 
many are quite political, they tend 


to be more practical and less high- 
flown. And theBritish—as their 
speeches make clear—are still 
suspicious and uneasy in the 
presence of continental isms and 
ideas, 

The sudden spread of the stu- 
dents’ revolts not surprisingly 
aroused old suspicions about an 
international conspiracy. But 
there is no serious evidence. Cer- 
tainly there is a small core of 
anarchists and Trotskyists and a 
few Castroists, who travel, make 
contact at international con- 
ferences and keep in touch.

In all the two months of the 
French crisis only five deaths at 
the most could be proved to be 
due to the revolt — including 
a policeman in Lyons anda school- 
boy at Filins who was drowned, 
There were thousands of injuries, 
including very nasty ones; but dur- 
ing the month of the French strikes 
fewer people were killed than in 
any week since the war—nopetrol, 
no cars, no road deaths. 

One of the students’ slogans 
boasted: ‘A single non- revolution- 
ary weekend is infinitely more 
bloody than a month of perma- 
nent revoiution.’’ To have so 
many casualties, and so few fatal 
ones, suggests a ritual element in 
the battles. The absence of deaths 
suggest that one should not take 
quite literally the talk about ‘‘Viet- 
nams in Europe,’’ or the French 
slogan that ‘‘humanity cannot be 
free until the last capitalist has 
been hanged with the intestines 
of the last bureaucrat.”’ 


then the students are either silly 
or dangerous, But the issue that 
is emerging may be of a different 
kind from the issues which 
dominated the last few decades, 
between world systems of govern- 
ment, Behind the students’ revolts 
(and other revolts) there is and 
older issue, which can be described 
on the one hand as anarchism or 
on the other as decentralization, 
Europe is in the process of ac- 
quiring a technological system 
which, however benign, presents 
a much greater threat to local 
autonomy than any absolute 
monerch, 

lt would not be surprising if 
Europeans were to assert them- 
selves against this old threat in 
a new form; it would be much 
more worrying if they did not,

‘“‘When I was in Korea, (in the 
U.S. military forces of the 1950's) 
I came to grips with the subject 
of Communism. For the first time 
in my life, | became aware that our 
fighting men are not being allowed 
to win in conflicts that they have 
been engaged in since the end of 
the second war.”’ 

So said Robert Newell, Northern 
California Co-ordinator of the John 
Birch Society, as he spoke before 
the Young Republicans of SSC on 
the topic, ‘‘Communism — A Myth 
or Reality.”’ 


Not Marxian 


He began by saying that the 
Communist philosophy was not en- 
tirely a product of Kar! Marx in 
1848, The seeds were planted 
first in France, and then in Ger- 
many in the early 1700's. 

The forerunner of the present 
day Communist International was 
developed in 1776 by a professor 
of religion at the Euelish Conti- 
nental University at Bavaria, Its 
Purpose was to overthrow al! re- 
ligious values, all government 
institutions, and institute one rule 
centralized form of dictatorship. 

The group was later exiled 
from Germany into France in 1847, 
calling themselves ‘the League of 


~ moved to Belgium. 


The Just.”’ Marx studied French 
Communism and on the eve of 1848 
Marx was 
caught up in French revolution 
and moved to England to continue 
his work. It was during this period 
that Marx wrote ‘‘the Communist 
Manifesto.”’ 

The Communist International 
began in 1919 after twounsuccess- 
ful attempts, in 1864 and in 1889, 

In 1922, the American Com- 
munist party experienced a 
complete turnover of leadership. 
Joseph Pagani became the leader 
of the underground American Com- 
munist party, and under the 
assumed name of John Pepper laid 
out the plans for the “‘anti-colonial 
theme in Africa.’’ 

Principles of Communism and 
general stereo-types were ex- 
plained by the speaker in great 
detail. 


Create Dissention 


The strategy of Communism is 
to teach and organize around class 
consciousness. This principle sets 
minority groups against majority 
groups, and majority groups 
against minority groups. ‘Any 
point of division which you have 
in that country is where you will 
find the conspirators working to 
teach class consciousness to 
various factions.’’

country, the Communists present 
a united front. Organizations that 
have been working put the con- 
Spirators into greater control of 
the country. The main goal is to 
get all the groups and races of a 
country behind the same basic 
issue. Once united. their goal is 
to bring the nation to a complete 
halt. This is accomplished by a 
breakdown in communications, tie- 
up in the streets, general! strikes 
on campuses, labor unions, 
government offices and so forth. 

Negotiations also contribute to 
the spread of Communism. Cuba 
was one of the countries mentioned 
as an example. Batista had a 
Standing army of 45,000 men to 
Castro’s 15,000, yet he fled. The 
Generai under Batista who surren- 
dered his men was later found to 
be a member of the Cuban Com- 
munist party. Cuba’s defeat, there- 
fore, was not military, but was 
caused by internal subversion 
within Batista’s ranks. 

People who join the Communist 
party do not always join as con- 
Spirators. They join for other 
reasons, such as loneliness, ad- 
venture, or agreement with the 
philosophy of the Communist or- 
ganization as opposed to socialism, 
Oaly the must ruthless are aliowed 
in the upper stations of the con- 
spirators’ ranks, 


Elitists 
Communism is not an uprising 
of the masses. It is just the 
opposite. Neither Karl Marx, 


Fredrick Engels, or lenin were 
proletarians. Lenin, for example, 
had his law degree from St. Peters- 
burg University in Russia. At the 
top level of the conspirators, there 
is a group that considers itseif so 
superior in intellect that it wants 
to plan the activities of the entire 
world. The lower masses follow 
the policies which the intellectuals 
propose. Another reason behind 
the philosophy was to take away 
the concept of religion and self- 
restraint, 

Newell concluded his speech by 
saying, ‘In the opinion of the 
John Birch Society, the United 
States is in a World War today. 
A world war with Communism. 
It is a psychological war, a poli- 
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tical war, an economic war, a 
guerilla-type war, and a war for 
the minds of our young people 
right here at home. Unless the 
American people come to grips 
with the strateg, and techniques 
and problems used to conquer 
other countries, it too can happen 
right here in our own back yard 
with a majority of the American 
people saying, ‘How did it 
happen?’ ,

in the Constitution it states that 
America has to have a capitalist 
form of government. Newall an- 
Swered this question by stating 
that the Constitutional amendments 
placed various limitations on 
government. If there is a limi- 
tation on government, a capitalist 
system will develop. If there is 
added power to the government, 
a socialist system will develop, 

The response to the last ques- 
tion resulted in a few students 
walking out on the speaker when 
Neweli said that he favored a 
Cuban government under Batista 
over Castro’s regime. 

Newell attended Chico State 
College and later took post- 
graduate work at Sacramento State 
College. 

He said that the reception at 
other colleges has been very good, 
and students, on the average, are 
very fair and open minded.

The goals of the Black Panthers, 
as outlined in their party platform 
and program, are: freedom for 
blacks to run their own com- 
munities; an end to what they call 
the robbery of the black community 
by white merchants and landlords; 
housing that’s fit to live in, the 
removal! of white police from black 
communities; an educational 
system that teaches blacks their 
ture history and their role in 
present society; the release ofall 
blacks from all jails and prisons; 
exemption from military service 
and a United Nations-supervised 
plebescite of black people in 
America to see how they want 
themselves governed, 

In testimony tape-recorded for 
hearings being held by President 
Johnson’ s commission on violence, 
Newton predicted that the Black 
Panther movement would spread 
until ‘‘we simply replace the two- 
party system.,’’ 

He testified that ‘‘we must 
control all the institutions in our 
community throughout the biack 
ghetto’”’ and said there would be 
“bloodshed’’ and ‘‘struggle’’ in 
achieving this goal, 

One of the first missions of the 
group, organized by Newton and 
Seale in October 1966 in Oakland 
as the Black Panther Party for Seif 
Defense, was to send out armed 
patrols to keep the police under 
surveillance, The Panthers, 


wearing a uniform of black berets

and black leather jackets, said they 
wanted to see that Negroes were 
treated fairly, 


Claiming Manhood 


Panther rhetoric often has been 
inflammatory. Cleaver, who joined 
the party when he was released 
from prison two months after its 
formation, said, ‘‘From now on, 
we niggers have got ts stop killing 
other niggers and start killing 
police,”’ 

In his best-selling book on his 
nearly nine year's in prison “Soul 
on Ice,”’ Cleaver wrote: ‘‘We shall 
have our manhood, We shall have 
it or the earth will be leveled 
by our attempts to gain it.”’ 

Over the vigorous protest of 
Governor Ronald Reagan and 
others, Cleaver has beguna series 
of lectures at the Berkeley campus 
of the University of California 


on the ‘‘dehumanization and 
regeneration of the American 
social order,”’ 


In his first lecture he showed 
up in a black business suit instead 
of the Panther uniform, spoke 
courteously and without the usual 
obscenities that fill his talks, He 
said ‘‘black is a connotation of 
evil in this country’’ and it 
“‘stigmatizes the black mar as 
having evil connotations.”’ 

For sometime after their for- 
mation, the Panthers continued 
their police-waiching patrols and 
on May 2, 1967, members marched 
fully armed into the California 
state capitol at Sacramento to pro-

test a bill to restrict the carrying 
of loaded guns within city limits. 
They were disarmed and ejected 
from the capitol and their arms 
later were returned. 


Oakland Shootout 


Reagan termed the Panther 
action ‘‘a ridiculous way to solve 
problems among people of good 
wiil,”’ 

After passage of the bill, New- 
ton ordered the Panthers to keep 
their guns at home. Nevertheless, 
about a year later the Panthers 
were invoived in a shootout with 
Oakland police that left one Panther 
dead, two wounded — including 
Cleaver — and twe policemen 
wounded. 

Cleaver. relieved of an Army 
rifle, was charged with violation 
of his 1958 conviction for assault 
to commit rape and murder and 
was sent to the state medical 
facility at Vacaville. A judge 
later ordered Cleaver’s release, 
saying the action against him had 
been “‘political.’’ The case is 
still pending. 

Soon after his release, Cleaver 
was nominated for president by the 
predominantly white Peace and 
Freedom party at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan. He was kept off the 
ballot in some states, including 
California, because he had not 
reached the 35 year age limit 
required of a president by the 
Constitution. 

The cause celebre of the Pan- 
thers, however, centers on

Newton and the killing of Frey. 

On October 27, 1967, Newton set 
out to celebrate the end of his 
three-year probation, Subsequent 
court testimony showed that as 
dawn the next day neared, he and 
Gene McKinney got into a car 
belonging to Newton’s fiance, 
Laverne Williams, and set out in 
a search of West Oakland for 
**soul food.’’ 


Frey Murder 


Frey, according to testimony 
spotted the little car toolingalong, 
checked the license plate and 
radioed, ‘It’s a known Parther 
vehicle.”” He stopped the car and 
from there the rest is in dispute. 

Newton testified that Frey used 
abusive language, roughed him up 
and shot him without provocation. 
Officer Herbert Heanes, who 
arrived cn the scene in time to 
assist Frey, testified Newton 
opened fire first. 

McKinney refused to testify and 
was sentenced to six months in 
jail. But a Negro bus driver, 
Henry Grier, said he saw Newton 
shoot Frey, 

The jury deliberated for four 
days and finally on Sunday, 
September 8, rejected the 
prosecution’s demands for convic- 
tion of first-or second-degree 
murder and found Newton guilty 
of voluntary manslaughter. Jenevie 
E. Gibbons, a bologna slicer who 
served on the jury, said the jury 
felt Newton had fired in the heat 
of passion, She said they were 
influenced by his testimony that

Frey had called him a ‘‘nigger’’ 
and roughed him up. 

Two days after Newton’s con- 
viction two Oakland police officers 
fired carbines from a patrol car 
into the Panther headquarters. 
They were charged with firing into 
an inhabited dwelling and dis- 
charged from the police force, 


“Political Prisoner’’ 


In a roster of the party 
hierarchy published in the Panther 
newspaper, the Black Panther, 
Newton was listed as a “‘political 
prisoner.” 

The list also expresses the 
feeling of ‘‘nationhood’’ prevalent 
in Panther thinking: Seale is 
chairman, Newton is minister of 
defense, Cleaver is minister of 
information. Stokeley Carmichael 
carries tne rank of prime minister 
of colonized Afro-America and 
H, Rap Brown is minister of 
justice, 

The Student Nonviolent Coor- 
dinating Committee was affiliated 
with the Panthers for a few months 
this year, but broke off the 
association last summer, Car- 
michae! and Brown, both former 
SNCC leaders, remained, 

The Panthers and police have 
clashed in other cities. Last 
August two poiicemen were 
wounded and three men identified 
as Panthers were killed ina shoot- 
out in the Watts district of Los 
Angeles, 

In New Yerk, the Brooklyn 
district attorney said he believes 
the Panthers were involved in the 
ambush of two policemen last 
August. 


Distorted image 


Outside a Brooklyn court- 
room recently some 200 men, 
including some said to be off- 
duty policemen, assaulied about 
a dozen Panthers and their sup- 
porters. Inside the courtroom 4 
hearing was being held for three 
Black Panthers accused of as- 
saulting three policemen. 

In Indianapolis, charges of 
conspiracy to murder the police 
chief and a narcotics officer were 
filed in June against three men 
identified as Panthers. 

Banks says the image of the 
party has been distorted. He 
lays the blame on the white press. 

‘‘We've been pictured as white- 
hating racists who want to kill 
anything and everything that isn’t 
black,’’ he said, ‘This just isn’t 
so, We simply want to change 
a system that is carrying out a

UCLA SacialWork Dean 
To Speak on Election 


“The Election and the Ameri- 
can Social Work Tradition’’ will 
be the topic of a speech slated 
for Monday, November 18, at 8 p.m. 
in the Newman Center, across from 
the campus on Jay Street. 

Featured speaker for the event, 
which is sponsored by the 
Sacramento Area Chapter of the 
Natioral Association of Social 
Workers and the SSC School of 
Social Work, will be Nathan E. 
Cohen. The dean of the school 
of social work at UCLA, Cohen 
was vice-president of Case 
Western Reserve in Cleveland. He 
is the author of a book which traces 
the historical development of 
social work. 

The occasion for the program 
is the annual Lewis Watts 
Memoria! Lecture. Watts was a 
professor of socia) work at SSC at 
the time of his death in 1966. 
According to Russell E. Smith, 
associate professor of soc ial work, 
Watts was interested in helping the 
financially disadvantaged student. 
Upon his death, many friends sent 





money to his family to aid 
in furthering his work. Under the 
sponsorship of the National 
Association of Social Workers, the 
money was placed in a fund togive 
loans to needy students. Each year, 
the lecture is given to raise money 
for the loans. 

Admission is open to the public 
at a cost of $1.50 each. A special 
rate of $.50 will be set for all 
students.
